Marshal Voroshilovy will see the Regular Army, Territorial 
Army and the Royal Air Force combining in the most realistic 
exercises that can be conceived in peace time (writes a . Mili- 
tary Correspondent). Every type of unit in the Army will be 
engaged, 


The manocuvres are designed to test the efficiency of the 
modern mobile army. Every regiment will be completely equip- 
ped with trucks and Bren carriers. : ; . 

The Royal Tank Corps, cavalry and armoured regiments and 
Army tank battalions will have their fyll complement of war 
vehicles and it is expected that most of the tank equipment will 
be much in advance of that possessed by other countries, 

: Among the tanks is the new cruiser tank, which is to re- 
“place the light tank as a defensive weapon against enemy tanks, 
It fs equipped with quick-firing two-pounder anti-tank guns, ma- 

* chine-guns and smoke-screen throwers. 


All infantry, artillery ound other 
units are to practise co-ordinating 
defence ugainst tank attacks and at- 
tacks from the air. 

The manocuvres, which are to take 
pince in the Northern and Aldershot 
nreas, will provide severe tests of 
the mobility and relfa‘ ‘lity of equip- 
ment and' fer the communication 
systems.

Of. Falsification 


Found . gullty of having made ‘a 
false entry In the account book of 
the Ping -Yuen Fan Dim on Decem- 
ber 26, Wong Chung 24, was bound 
over in a $100 bond for 12 months and 
ordered to pay $100 compensation to 
complainant when he appeared before 
Mr. E. Himsworth at the Kowloon 
Mnglstracy on Saturday, 


Mr. A. Y. Hon prosecuted, and Mr. 
C._A. S, Russ wns presont for Wong. 


In giving Judgment, Mr. Himsworth 
sald: ‘ 


This fs a case of falsification of 
accounts with intent to defraud under. 
See 3 (b) of Ordinanee 33 of 1935. 
To substantinte such o charge it Js 
necessary for tho prosecution to prove 
that the defendant was employed by 
the complainant in the capacity of a 
servant, wufd that;with intent to 
defraud the complainant he made 
entry in a book belonging to his mis-

I should like ‘to state at the outset 


of this case that I think the action]: 


would have been better brought 
the recelver of the business ‘whieh 
defendant Js alleged to have defraud. 
ed, but the fact that it was. brought 
by one of the co-partners is not, in 
my opInion, fatal to the action. 

The defendant in his evidence 
stated thnt he was employed by 
complainant in the capacity of a 


bookkeeping _clerk,.. that it vas his |. 


duty to enter items of expenditure in 
a day book, and that he did enter 
an item of $400 in such book repre- 
senting money spent for decorative 
work, 

The prosceution contend that this 
fs a false entry and attempt to prove 
their case by two methods. irst, 
by alleging that a contract support- 
ing this entry has been altered, ond 
secondly by verbal evidence of. the 
contractor who was paid the sum for 
the work done as stated in the book. 
Now.I hold that since no handwriting 
expert. evidence ‘was given to prove 
that the contract had been altered, 
the opinion as to falsification of this 
document given by non-experts, Is 
open to considerable doubts. - 

The evidence of the contractor, 
however, who Is alleged to have done 
the work is on'a different footing. 
His evidence was unshaken on cross- 
examination, although It was con- 
tradicted in tolo by the defendant. 
The case therefore depends on whe- 
ther the Court belleves the evidence 
of the defendant or that of the con- 
tractor, and having heard - both of 
them in the box, I have no doubt 
whatsoever, that the contractor told 
a true story and that his version of 
the facts is correct, I therefore find 
the defendant guilty of making a false 
entry in the account book with intent 
to defraud his employers. :

I’am glad and proud to say that 
our advice has been followed. What 
the whole Chinese community hinas 
done in recognition of our: leadership 
1 expect you boys to do also. Your 
Hendmaster In the selection of pre- 
fects hos been. guided, and. rightly, 
by considerations of fitness olone, and 
I support him In.the principle of “No 
politics in the school.” Mr..Goodban 
is a frlend of the Chinese. He need 
not have come to Hongkong for 
n job, ns by his abilities he was 
quillfied for any position in the 
educatlonal world In hig own home. 
He came here because he liked the 
Chinese and. wanted to serve them. 
Iocan say from personal experlence 
that he Is a true friend and well- 
wisher ‘of China, 

You have as Chairman of the 
School Committee Bishop Halt, I 
challenge anyone to say that he {s 
not one of the greatest friends of 
China. Since the present trouble be- 
gan, he has done more than anyone 
In helping China and the Chinese re- 
furees, Often ho took perilous 
Journeys in order to help our, un- 
fortunate compatrlots, Bishop Wall 
thinks hat the attitude of the Head- 
master must be supported and his 
authority upheld, and his actlon has 
been motivated by considcratlon of 
your own interests. When I say your 
own Intercsts I have in mind first 
and foremost the Diocesan Boys 
School. The school has an honour- 
able history of seventy years and no 
truc son of the school should do any- 
thing, to damage that good name, 

Now may I say a word about my- 
self? First, I am on Old Boy of the 
school, and I am very jealous for its 
reputation. . Secondly I am a mem- 
ber of the School Committee. Third- 
ly, Lam one of your representatives 
in Hongkong. Iam now speaking 
chiefly in this last capacity. I ask 
you to .take Into consideratlon the 
fact that I have a little more cx- 
perience of the world than you and 
that as one of your leaders I have 
ua responsibilly to perform, What 
T am advising you Is for your own 
good. Even if youdo not at this 
moment agree with me, you will, 1 
hope, at least belleve that Iam 
your reat friend. Perhaps a time may 
come when. you may acknowledge to 
me personally that I have done you 
some good—that js if you will take 
my advice, I have had = previous 
experience of students being actually 
angry wth my advice but not long 
afterwards coming to thank me for it. 


Fair Play Appeal 


With regard to the boy who has 
been sclected as Senlor Prefect, I ap- 
peal to your sense of fuir-play. I 
ask you, Has he done anything to 
make you belleve that he js not 
friendly to you in sentlment?

Do not think that, because you 
have made up your mind to take .a 
certain course or -because you have 
already said it to others, you would 
be considered to show a lack of 
courage if you change your mind. 
Truc courage Hes in an ability to 
change one's mind when one is con- 
vinced of a mistake or one defers to 
the ripcr experience of another in 
whom one has confidence. 

To help your country you cannot 
do better than conduct yourselves 
properly os students, _ thereby, 
through, belng obedient yourselves, 
you will learn to exact. obedience 
from others afterwards,

‘approved by the Ministry of Finance. 
He pointed out that since foreign 
exchange is under Government con- 
trol, disparity between official and 
market ‘rates would naturally follow, 
ag In the case of other countries, 

The spokesman stressed the 
stability of the national currency ‘and

West Point to the scene of the crime 
where Detective Wan Man was fatal- 
ly wounded. 

Thousands of Chinese allfently Mned 
Des Vocux Road and jammed the 
street from the Western Market to 
Lee Yuen Street. 

All traffle was suspended as the 
long procession, which was headed by 
the Commissloner of Police, Mr. C. G. 
Perdue, slowly proceeded from the 
dead detective’s house in Centre 
Street to the heart of the city. - 

Following the Commissioncr of 
Police were Assistant Superinten- 
dents of Police W, La B, Sparrow, 
G. 5, Wilson and L, A. Searle, as 
well ns the Assistant Director of 
Criminal Investigation, Mr, F. W.

Two hundred: Chinese constables, 
together with 16 European officers 
and 20 Indtan colleagues also follow- 
ed the cortege.
